MUST INCREASE 
“GERMAN TAXES. 


Colossal Burden Avwaits the 
People After the War. 


Socialistic Press Says 
pense Must be Doubled. 


[BY ATLANTIC AND A, P.) 
BERLIN (via London) Dec. 20.— 
Dr. Karl Helfferich, Secretary of the 
Imperial] Treasury, announced in the 
Reichstag today that the next budget 
cannot be balanced without addi- 
tional income and that proposals for 
new taxation are now being drafted 
for submission to the Reichstag. 
The Secretary declared that no 
matter how large a war indemnity 
was received the war would impose 
a colossal burden of taxation on the 
Germans, and they must, therefore, 
expect greatly-increased taxation 
after the war. 
UNDUE WAR PROFITS. 


The debate in the Reichstag of the 
government's measure to prepare the 
way for a post beljum tax on all war 
profits by requiring companies and 
corporations to lay aside a special 
reserve of 50 per cent. of their war- 
time profits, promises to extend itself 
into a discussion of methods to re- 
cover for the state undue or exces- 
sive profits on war contracts. 

The reports that great profits. are 
being gathered by contractors for 
army and navy supplies have resulted 
in the initiation in Germany, as in 
other belligerent countries, of a popu- 
lar movement for speciai taxation on 
war profits, but the government, in 
introducing the preparatory bill, felt 
compelled for technical reasons to 
adopt the principle of general taxa- 
tion on all increases of profits dur- 
ing the war years. 

The Center and National Libe 
parties introduced resolutions in the 
Rudget Committee calling for specific 
legisiation against undue profits on 
war contracts, as such  liegisiation 
would force those deriving financial 
rewards from war contracts, “ex- 
ceeding the customary amounts and 
in striking contrast to the efforts in- 
volved,” to make good the damage 
thereby done to the state. 

' After the Minister of Justice and a 
representative of the War Ministry 
expressed approval of the principle 
involved, the committee adopted 
resolutions which will be discussed 
at a plenary session to be held this 
week in connection with the govern- 
mental measure. 

MUST DOUBLE INCOME.

AMSTEKDAM, Dec. 20 (via Lon-

Vorwaerts of Berlin asserts the time 
has come for the German government 
and the Reichstag to indicate in what 
way the money necessary for pay- 
ment of interest on the nution’s gi- 
eantic war debts and provide for 
their redemption is to be raised. I 


says: 

“With the new war credit of 10,- 
000,000,000 marks, the German war 
debt reaches 40,000,000,000 marks, 
which, according to Dr. Helfferich, 
should last until the end of March. 
Tnterest on 40,000,000,000 marks 
amounts to 2,000,000,000 marks an- 
nually, and for redemption which is 
necessary in order to maintain the 
eredit of the empire, another 600,- 
600.000 marks its needed.” 

The Vorwaerts considers it essen- 
tial that the empire’s income be more 
than doubled to meet these obliga- 
tions and the current expenses. Be- 
fore the war, it says, the financial 
state of Germany was a source of 
anxiety to the government. In 1909 
taxation was increased by 600,000,000 
marks, but the budget did not dal- 
ance. In 19138 the government adopt- 
ed the -extraordinary measures of 
taxing wealth and levying a nonre- 
current contribution for armament in 
order to cover the deficit. 

Maintenance of the existing finan- 
clal system, the Vorwaerts continues, 
is impossible so far as taxation of im- 
ports is concerned. Provisions, raw 
materials and many other articles: 
may be expected to rise in price. after 
the war, and if the present tariff 
were continued it would lead to an 
artificial increase of prices for Ger- 
many, which would undermine the 
capability of German industry to 
compete in the world market. 

“Therefore the interests of con- 
sumers and producers,” the Vor- 
waerts concludes, “demand abolition 
of these impor, taxes after the war, 
which would reduce Germany's in- 
come considerably, and therefore the 
time has come for the government 
ng.”

XPECTS DASH 
UPON SALONIKL 


SOFIA (via London) Dec. 20.—The 
Echo de Bulgarie announced that the 
Rulgarian troops have been halted on 
the Greek frontier for the present in 
order to avoid embarrassing the 
Greek government, while the allied 
troops are gradually massing around 
Saloniki. It declares, however. that it 
may me necessary for the Ger- 
man and Bulgarian armies to tmmvade 
Greece in pursuit. 

The paper says that King Constan- 
time recognizes that the central pow- 
ers may be forced by military expedi- 
ency to attempt to expel the allies, 
and has cautioned the allies that they 
cannot expect that Bulgaria’s respect 
for Greek neutrality will last forever. 

The remainder of the Serbian army 
is said to consist of 60,000 men, of 
whom 20,000 in scattered bands are 
making their way through Albania, 
while 30,000 probably have effected a 
junction with the Montenegrins and 
are still fighting. 

The Serbian troops in their flight 
are reported to have lost everything 
except «ix batteries of mountain artil- 
lery. Thousands of soldiers and civil- 
fan fugitives have starved to death 
and the condition of the Montenegrin 
civil population is said to be desper- 
ate because the people are largely 
dependent for food on the sea, which 
is guarded by Austrian submarines.

HEAVY LOSSES REPORTED IN 
REAR-GUARD ACTIONS IN 
MESOPOTAMIA.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—Parties of the 
British Mesopotamian army that are 
holding positions on the Tigris River 
at Kut-el-Amara have been sallying 
forth and attacking the Turkish ad- 
vanced trenches, it was announced in 
an official report tonight on the op- 
erations of the expeditionary force. 
The losses of the Turks since Decem- 
ber 1 are estimated to have been at

night of December 12-13. 

“During the night of December 17- 
18 mixed parties of British and In- 
dian troops surprised the Turks in 
their advanced trenches, killing about 
thirty and taking eleven prisoners. 

“The 18th and 19th passed quietly.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Navy De- 
partment officials, it was learned to- 
night, are seriously concerned over 
the inadequacy of the forces available 
to guard navy yards, arsenals and 
other places where navy equipment is 
manufactured or stored. 

With a large part of the Marine 
Corps on expeditionary duty itn Haiti 
and on the Mexican coast, guards at 
the navy’s plants are said to be hard- 
ly a quarter as strong as officials 
think they should be for adequate pro- 
cection. No more marines or blue- 
jackets can be spared from the fleet, 
for already the reserve includes ships 
which navy officials would prefer to 
see in full commission. Secretary 
Daniels has asked Congress to pro- 
vide for 7500 additional bluetackets, 
2500 apprentice seamen and 1500 ma- 
rines to meet this condition. but these 
men will not be available for a long 
time. 

A somewhat similar condition pre- 
vails in the War Department, with the 
bulk of thé mobile army stationed 
along the Mexican border. Guards at 
army posts and arsenals except such 
posts as are housing regular garrisons 
are few in number and have much 
government property in their charge. 
A majority of the coast defense bat- 
teries are in charge of caretakers. The 
annual report of the chief of coast 
artillery shows that guns worth $41,- 
000,000 were without trained forces to 
man them, either regulars or militia, 
and in many of the posts in this list 
only a nominal] guard can be main- 
tained.

SQCIAL PRECEDENT 


HIS WEDDING ANNOUNCEMENT. 


IS CAUSING A GASP BECAUSE 
OF ITS SIMPLICITY. 


{BY DIRECT EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Dec. 20.—The formal an- 


nouncement of the wedding of the 
President and Mrs. Norman Galt 
came to the hands of Washington to- 
day and caused no end of comment.

NEW HAVEN. 


Counsel Asks for a Dismissal 
of the Indictments, 


Declares Government’s Case is 
a Flat Failure. 


Says Proof that Public was 
_ Injured is Lacking. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRK) 
NEW YORK. Deo. 20.—The array 
of tawyerse defending the eleven 
former directors of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
‘against the charge of conspiring to 


| monopolize commerce, brought legal 


argument to bear upon Judge Hunt 
at the trial] today in an effort to prove 
that the government had failed to és- 
tablish its case. 

Six of the attorneys consumed the 
entire day in oratorical dissection of 
the government's testimony. The 
argument was stil) unfinished when 
court adjourned and will continue to- 
morrow probably throughout the en- 
tire day. The jury was excused until 
its conclusion. 

The main burden of the argument 
was that under the recent d@tisions 
of the United States Supreme Court 
the government had to show that the 
New Haven's control of the transpor- 
tation traffic of New England was 
prejudicial to the public interest. Not 
a word of evidence, declared Thomas 
Thacher, had the government put in 
to show that any injury to the public 
had been done. He asked the court 
to direct a verdict of acquittal. 

“We submit,” he said, “that the 
things done, in evidence here, by their 
natural effect, vastly improved the 
transportation facilities of New Eng- 
land, and it is to be inferred that they 
were done simply with thig intent.” 
The proofs, he added, do not show 
that any defendant conspired at any 
time. The charge, he said, was unbe- 
lievable. The alleged conspirators “in- 
cluded gentiemen of the very highest 
standing, of the most enviable repu 
tation, distinguished fer character, 
ability and experience in affairs of 
business and state, and of large finan- 
cial ability, than whom there could 
hardly be found anywhere men less 
likely to be conscious violators of the 


law. 

“Possibly the court may take judi- 
cial notice,” he continued, “of the in- 
diznation with whtich the news of the 
indictment making a criminal charge 
not only against the living, but against 
the dead, was received in the locali- 
tiles where these men lived. 

“Moreover no intent or motive ts 
shown to lead the defendants to de- 
part from their duty; to violate the 
law and to run the risk during many 
years of being declared criminals. 

“We submit that the whole theory 
of conspiracy is merely the product 
of an over-zealous official imagina- 
tion.” 

COMPETITION INCREASED. 

Arguing on the government's charge 
of suppredsion of competition, Mr. 
Dorr sought to prove that the New 
Haven had in fact increased competi- 
tion. Illustrating his discourse with 
a map of the United States, he held 
that the New Haven had created a 
situation whereby the great trunk 
lines of the country were rivalg for 


business of the New England 
tates. 
“And when,” he said, “by organiz- 


ing an agreement with the . Grand 
Trunk the New Haven sought to add 
still] one more trunk line to the rival 
railway, the government forbade it. 
That was the proposition on which we 
were indicted, and if it had not been 
for that we would not be here.” 
Argument of a motion to strike out 
the testimony on the Metropolitan 
Steamship transactions, which chiefly 
involved the defendant, Edward D. 
Robbins, fell princ.pally to Mr. Ken- 
nealy. He reviewed them in detail in 
an effort to show they constituted 
solely a private enterprise of Robbins 
with which the other defendants had 
nothing to do. ; 
“There has been no effort by Mr. 
Robbins,” he said, “to throw this en- 
terprise on any one’s shoulders but his 
own.” Robbins, he added, made a 
profit from the transactions, but not 
a dollar used in the transactions was 
put up by the New Haven. Ase to the 
removal of the steamships Harvard 
and Yale to the Pacific Coast, which 
the transactions involved, Mr. Ken- 


nealy said: 
“The 4 Haven company was 
benefitted by the removal, for it made

BY USING WASTE. 


IMPROVEMENT IN INDUSTRY IS 
RECOUNTED BY BUREAU 
OF MINES, 


A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Industrial 
achievements by American manufac- 
turers since the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war are recounted in detail in 
the annual report of the Bureau of 
Mines, issued today by Director Man- 
ning. 

The report telis what the bureau is 
doing to aid in development of mineral 
industries by suggesting new and bet- 
ter methods of manufacture, by stop- 
ping the waste of valuable mineral re- 
sources, and by suggesting uses for 
material thought of no value.

Throughout the revolution the Za- 
pata forces have operated chiefly in 
the vicinity of Mexico City. 

The surrender of the Villa organi- 
zation includes about 4000 armed men, 
about 75 per cent. of the rolling stock 
of the railroads of Mexico, and the 
State of Chihuahua, the richest mining 
and live stock district in Mexico.

There are two fields of operations 
in the Neur Bast to which British 
troops withdrawn from the Gallipoli 
Peninsula might be fo ed—Mace- 
donia and Egypt. 

London looks for an attack on the 
allied position at Saloniki. There 
no official information as to the num- 
ber of French and British troops tn 
Greece, which has been estimated re- 
cently at about 200.000. Germany, 
Austria, Bulgaria and Turkey have at 
their disposal several times that num- 
ber of men and it may be assumed 
that every effort will be made to con- 
centrate a considerapbie allied force on 
the Saloniki base. This Greek port is 
within easy sailing distance of the 
Gallipoli Peninsula, 

If recent unofficial advices concern- 
ing the Egyptian situation are au- 
thentic Great Britain may feel the 
necessity of increasing her armed 
forces there. It has been represented 
that the Germans and Turks are pre- 
paring a formidable expedition to in- 
vade pt, capture the Suez Canal 
and cut off England from India.

Air-line Highway. 
Settles Years of Argument; 
Route is Shortest, 
North and South of County 
Also to be Linked. 
six years of argument, is to built. 
The Board of Supervisors ed fa- 


vorably on the matter yesterday 
morning. They needed the urging of 
about 200 property owners along the 
route. Members of the Santa Monica 
and Ocean Park Chamber of Com- 
merce, of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California and other or- 
ganizations crowd the supervisorial 
chambers, and, through their spokes- 
men, championed the issue. 

At the same time there were pres- 
ent deiegations from the Whittier, La 
Habra and Fullerton civic bodies, who 
saw in this an opportune time to 
push the needs of the proposed 
Workman highway, uniting Whittier 
and Bassett and connecting the boule- 
vards of the southern part of the 
county with those in tne northern 
part, and also obviating the necessity 
of a long detour. They, too, were 
successful in their appeal. 

Both of these highways are to be 
built from the general road fund as 
far as possible, the county agreeing 
to provide the cement, rock and oil, 
and the district road funds being ex- 
pected to cover the cost of labor. 
Road Commissioner Joyner was noti- 
fied to proceed with the preliminary 
work of securing surveys and neces- 
sary, data as to b grade cross- 
ines and other vital matters, which 
will require from two to three 


months, when the contracts for the/| 


work will be advertised. 

Among the speakers who yesterday 
morning favored the Pico boulevard 
are Henry W. O'Melveny, 8S. F. Mac- 
fariane, Sidney <A. Butler, Julius 
Hauser, Mayor Dudley of Santa Mon- 
ican, R. W. Hadden, secretary of the 
Santa Monica Bay Chamber of Com- 
merce, and others. Attortney Mac- 
fariane called attention of the hoard 
to the long fight and the unusual con- 
ditions that had been complied with 
by those interested in the completion 
of the paving. 

“We have secured the right of way 
and have deeds to all the necessary 
property for this in the escrow de- 
partment of the Title Insurance an4 
Trust Company.” he declared. .“We 
worked more than two years to get 
Santa Monica to pave Fremont ave- 
nue, and with our promises this 
boujevard, eighty feet wide, was con- 
structed from the ocean front to the 
east line of the city limits of that 
town. There is a gap of only three 
and one-half miles to be paved. For- 
mer Supervisor Butler built the por- 
tion of the road now in é ence 
outside of Los Angeles. There is con- 
sequently not only a technical reason 
for the improvement, but a moral ob- 
ligation incumbent on the board to 
complete the task.” 

One of the speakers called atten- 
tion to the fact that other new roads 
in the districts in which the Pico 
boulevard lies have been built and 
others are projected without the es- 
tablishment of an assessment district 
or the passing of a bond issue. These 
roads were pointed out as unimpor- 
tant arteries of travel in comparison 
to Pico boulevard, which, because of 
being the most direct route, one with- 
out a single right-angle turn from 
Los Angeles to the sea, should have 
been built before the Washington or 
Wilshire boulevards. 

Mention of bond tissues apparently 
stirred the ire of Supervisor Norton, 
proponent with Supervisor Hamiiton 
of the bonds that were so soundly 
defeated in the recent election. He 
continued obstinate In the matter of 
the proposed improvement, and was 
the onlv member of the board who 
voted against it. 

George L. Hazard was the principal! 
speaker for the Whittier delegation. 
He briefiy pointed out the need of 
the important connecting link be- 
tween the northern and southern 
ends of the county. Only six miles 
of road are necessary to make the 
connection which will obviate the 
necessity of travelers coming all the

sense. 

Moses made some mistakes in his day, In- 
gersoll has said. He may have been a little 
imaginative when it came to the nebular 
hypothesis and he may have shown a de- 
plorable anti-feminism. But when he came 
to military business and to dealing with 
the war-lord of Egypt he relied upon some- 
thing more than a laudable purpose actuat- 
ed by sincete motives—which seems to/have 
been about all the equipment Henry Ford 
took over with him. | 


With the assistance of the Lord—who is 
somewhat more effective on a mission of 
peace or war than Dr. Aked, than college 
boys with manuscripts of peace orations, 
than Ellis O. Jones, who contributes to hu- 
morous weeklies, than bright young ladies 
who have written “strong” letters denounc 
ing the war to newspaper editors—Moses 
fought the devil with fire.

But Moses was old-fashioned. Some peo- 
ple even say he was a myth. Perhaps so.

Mr. Henry Ford is not a myth. He has 
merely added himself to the great and amus- 
ing collection of jokes touching hig little 
machine. Mr. Ford went to Europe to “have 
the boys out of the trenches by Christmas.” 
In addition to Dr. Aked, the collegians, the 
humorist and the bright young ladies, he 
took the ridicule of a nation along with 
him. He went forth to bring peace, but 
after getting close to the war zone his part 
seems to have caught germs of the dissen- 
sion that has racked Furope. According to 
late and uncensored reports the peace party 
is in a very unpeaceable condition. It went 
all to pieces. The humorist wanted to send 
a telegram to America “roasting” the Presi- 
dent, but a few other members of the party 
had better sense.

The Oscar II seems to be treated as a 
plague ship. It is invited to ride at anchor 
and keep at a distance from the dock. Neu- 
tra) countries greet it with jeers, and bel- 
fNeerent countries are less hospitable. Mr. 
Ford wasn't even allowed to land at Den- 
mark—where memories of Mr. Cook's land- 
ing are stil) vivid.

The Wilson administration has asked Con- 
gress for $1,285,857,808.16 with which to run

30, 1917. This is nearly $36,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the billion and a quarter mark; it is 
$170,000,000 more than last y 8 appropria- 
tions, and $160,000,000 more than the gov- 
ernment has cost in any previous year of 
peace. 

‘The navy asks $217,652,174.24 compared 
with $149,656,864.86 allowed last year; the 
army asks $152,354.259.24 compared with 
$102,938,798.24 allowed iast year, and for 
fortifications $23,305,123.80 compared with 
about $6,000,000 last year. Increases are 
asked amounting to about $35,000,000 in 
every branch of the civil service where the 
offices are filled by “deserving Democrats.” 
The only place where there is a reduction 
proposed is in the pension service. The vet- 
erans are cut down about $4,000,000.

With 
such a proof before them the other Furo- 
pean states would have but one desire: to 
give themselves over entirely to militarism, 
in order to be able to. put in a good ficht 
when the next war e. And it would 
again be the case of an armed peace, and 
again the dance of the millions would co on, 
| and again there would be want among the 

working populations while the next slauch- 
ter was awaited. And in ten vears when 
our children would have grown up, thev 


witnessing, and Europe would once more be 
given over to the destruction of millions of 
its peoples. Only this time, since the Ger- 
mans would have taken better precautions, 
since they would not, perhaps, have had the

[HE PASSING OF VILLA, 

The campaign of Villa may be consid- 
ered at an end, and unless some other ban- 
dit leader shall pick up and successfully 
wield the sword that Villa has dropped, it is 
probable that Carranza will enter the capi- 
tal of Mexico and rule as provisional Presi- 
dent unmolested, for the reported uprising 
in Oaxaca under Felix Diaz is not likely to 
assume any considerable proportions. Felix 
Diaz seems to possess none of the qualities 
of his great uncle, for every movement he 
has made thus far has resulted in a flasco. 
_ The people of Mexico are weary of dis 
order and robbery and bloodshed. They 
want peace, they want clothing and they 
want food. The task before Carranza ts a 
great one, and those who know him best 
say that the man Its great enough to perform 
it. ° He has’ greater armies to overcome 
than those which Villa arrayed against him. 
It is his task not only to maintain peace 
and order, but to set industries going, to 
restore trade, to reinvite capital, to restore 
confidence. 

Once it is believed that American prop- 
erty will be safe from confiscation by ex- 
cessive taxation, American money by tens 
and hundreds of millions will pour {nto Baja 
California and Sonora and Chihuahua for 
investment in copper and silver and gold 
and lead and coal mines, and of! flelds and 
haciendas and factories and foundries. The 
merchants of Los Angeles will have an tm- 
mediate market for everything they have 
to sell. The Mexicans are in need of every- 
thing, and they have the natura] resources 
and the labor supply with which to pay for 
everything. 

The United States should proffer its good 
offices to aid Mexico to a government loan 
large enough to place her on her feet finan- 
Cilally, and as a condition of such aid it 
should reserve a right to see that the pro- 
ceeds of the loan are applied to legitimate 
purposes. Precedent for such guardianship 
maybe found in the treaties with Santo 
Domingo and Haiti and the republic of 
Panama. 

If out of the wastage of life and treasure 
that have afflicted Mexico for years there 
shall come an utter abolition of peonage 
there will be a gain to offset the loss.

OOSTERS NOISY? 
TELL POLICEMAN 


ANTI-CROWING ORDINANCE I5 
READY FOR PASSAGE, 


Councilwoman Lindsey’s anti-rooster 
ordinance, much revised and brought 
to form that will probably arouse lit- 
tle protest from urbanites with bucolic 
tendencies, was approved by the Pub- 
lic W.vifare Committee of the Council 
yesterday and it will come up for pas- 
sage this morning. As recommended 
by the Welfare Committee, the ordi- 
nance is similar to one in effoct in 
Perth Amboy, N. J., which makes it 
unlawful to keep or harbor any ani- 
mal or fowl which, because of noise 
or other objectionable attributes, jeop- 
ardizes health or life of human be- 
ings. By this ordinance, Chairman 
Lindsey of the Public Welfare Com- 
mittee says, the “neighvorhood squab- 
bies” will be transferred from the 
Council chamber to the Police Court. 

Mrs. Linasey issued a public state- 
ment in connection with the favorable 
report on the ordinance, saying that, 
in view of the fact that a generai mis- 
understanding has prevailed with re- 
gard to her reasons for introducing the 
ordinance, she wishes to say it was 
not introduced with any idea of inter- 
fering with a large number of persons 
who find it necessary to increase their 
income by keeping a few chickens, and 
also the ordinance ig not aimed exclu- 
sively at roosters. 

“The ordinance was introduced to 
relieve the Welfare Committee of the 
Ceuncil from constant hearings over 
neighborhood quarrels,” said Mrs. 
' “I consider these frequent 
a useless waste of time of 
the city legislators and I wished to 
remove these quarrels fo the Police 
Court, where they belong, and leave 
the members of the Council free to 
give their time to more serious mat- 
ters. Between $000 and 10,000 such 
complaints a year have been filed with 
the City Prosecutor and, because no 
ordinance regulating the matter has 
been in force, the complainants have 
been unable to get gelief. The ordi- 
nance as recommended for passage 
makes it possible to obtain relief when 
proof is given that the noise is an ac- 
tual hardship. |
